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School suspends students for initiating Grade 9s

Six high school students involved in initiat¬ 
ing youngsters with broken hockey sticks 
were suspended last week after a school 
investigation. 

An anonymous phone call tipped off 
administrators at Didsbury High School 
about a bush party held Sept. 18, where 
Grade 9 students were paddled with “cut-off 
goalie sticks.” 

Allegedly the younger students were prom¬ 
ised entry into senior events for the rest of 
the year if they attended and allowed the rit¬ 
ual to happen. 

“We cannot stand by and ignore this... It is 
something the school cannot condone,” said 
principal Garth Dagg. 

Tlie Grade 12s were suspended for two 
days, short of the maximum five and no 
expulsion will be recommended. 
Administrators will also not involve the 
RCMP 

Dagg said deciding what to do in light of 
learning about the hazing incident was a “dif¬ 
ficult decision" becaase first-year students 
consented to the ritual. They knew they were 
heading into an initiation party and they did 


it anyway, “because a lot of the people there 
wen- their friends and they felt it was all 
being done in fun, not as a form of bullying,” 
he said. 

He heard some of the paddling was done to 
young students by their siblings. 

After interviewing Grade 9 and Grade 12 
youth involved at the bash party, Dagg got 
the sense that many of the parents knew 
about the initiation and had driven their chil¬ 
dren to the event. 

“I hope it stops because I don’t want peo¬ 
ple to get hurt down the road. It can’t lead to 
much g(x»d with (14-year-olds) hanging out 
with 18-year-olds drinking or paddling,” Dagg 
said. 

“At some point someone will get stupid 
and try to up it a little bit.” 

There wen* about 30 young |x*ople at the* 
bash party, although it’s unknown how' many 
Grade 9s wen* there. 'Die event coincided 
with the Zion Evangelical Missionary 
Church’s drive-in movie night ;md a roller 
skate dance at the Youth 3(50 centre where a 
majority of Grade 9s are thought to have 
been. 

One Grade 12 student, who asked to 
remain anonymous in light of the investiga¬ 
tion, said they didn’t get as many Grade 9s 


out as they would have liktxi. 

The party was held outdoors east of 
Didsbury, where Grade 9 boys were asked to 
bend over for a public paddling, while some 
girls got permanent marker drawn on their 
faces, the student said. 

hi the past, girls have had leashes tied 
around their necks, ketchup sprayed in their 
mouths and baby powder tossed in their 
hair. 

“It Is kind of random and weird, hut never 
violent. It’s just really fun." 

The student added that some of the pad¬ 
dles were made in woodworking class at 
DHS, although that couldn’t be confirmed. 
Dagg is looking into it and said the student 
could be referring to canoe paddles made at 
the school a year ago. 

Another Grade 12 student who attended 
the event didn’t see the paddling but knows 
from past experience that the ritual “really 
isn’t that bad.” 

“For the most part, it’s all pretty harmless 
because the Grade 12s have nothing against 
the Grade 9s.. .although if they don’t like you, 
you can lx* lx*at bad.” 

Police turned up at the party, according to 
students, although Sgt. Jeff Jacobson said he 
hadn’t heard any reports of paddling. 1 le also 


Isn’t aware of any ongoing tilths about high 
school initiation. 

“I know this has been seen in other parts 
of Alberta - this paddling and such - but I 
haven’t heard of it happening here,” 
Jacobson said. 

Knowledge of the ritual also came as a sur¬ 
prise to Chinook’s Edge Sch<x)l Division, 
which has never heard of hazing in its juris¬ 
diction before. 

“It’s unfortunate, it’s a throwback to an ear¬ 
lier age,” said Ian Taylor, board of education 
chair. 

“I thought we got away from that, I really 
did. Someone can dress it up and call it what 
they want - admission to p;irty time or initia¬ 
tion - but it is down-and-out bullying.” 

Students told administration they were 
carrying on a tradition that has been going on 
“for years,” though this is the first time any¬ 
one has come forward to the school about it. 

“It’s going to be hard to break old traditioas 
because I think there are people out there 
who say this Is jast good fun, but what it can 
lead to Is scary,” Dagg said. 

“I hope the message is there that next year 
students can choose other ways to welcome 
students.”

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No reason for 
40-year tradition to 
continue, school 
board chair says

Though most everyone 
who made the transition 
into high school and attend¬ 
ed the event that year did it. 

“They used to blindfold 
you and turn you around 
;uid around so you didn’t 
know where you were 
going to step and they had 
basins around you full of 
cold water and mud and 
grain. You’d step in it and 
maybe fall into whatever it 
was," he recalled. 

“It was somewhat intimi¬ 
dating, but it didn’t bother 
me.” 

Every OctolH*r new stu¬ 
dents would be the targets 
of initiation week, an event 
fully endorsed by Didsbury 
High School. Yearbooks are 
rife with pictures and anec¬ 
dotes detailing the “week of 
torture” that ended with 
Kangaroo Court and a wel¬ 
come dance. 

In a yearbook from 1961- 
62, the valedictorian wrote 
that when she and her class¬ 
mates first arrived at school 
they had to carry books for 
seniors, sell bobby pins for 
a nickel and walk up the 
stairs backwards. 

“On Friday we had to 
dress like the opposite sex 
and at noon the girls were 
forced to play football," she 
lamented. 

Two years later, the stu¬ 
dents gave it back as good 
as they got to the new 
younger students- ordering 
the boys to wear nylons and 
thongs and the girls a mous¬ 
tache. 

“The initiates had a lot of 
fun rolling peanuts with 
their noses down the audi¬ 


torium floor,” the yearbook 
read. 

Greg Chernow, who 
attended Didsbury High 
School in the mid 1970s, 
recalls the week being “a 
gas." 

The younger students had 
to dress up in costumes - 
the boys nurses and the 
girls wound victims - and 
perform whatever the 
Grade 12s asked, from 
reciting poetry on the street 
comer to parading down¬ 
town. 

Though things got a little 
carried away that year 
when some seniors thought 
it’d be fun to drench the 
new students with liquid 
supplement from a local 
feed mill. 

They were a “freak mess” 
and the rest of initiation 
was cancelled. 

Tile last recorded week 
of initiation was 1982, 
around the time that Ian 
Taylor, now chair on the 
education board, became 
principal. 

He wasn’t keen on tradi¬ 
tion that saw the Grade 12 
students sock it to the 
Grade 9s. 

“It left a bad taste in my 
mouth and 1 made an effort 
to change it. It is one of the 
things 1 am proud of,” he 
said. 

Under his watch, the 
school switched to the 
Battle of the Grades, where 
students of all ages joined 
in tug-of-war, limbo con¬ 
tests and obstacle courses. 

Hearing students are 
practising initiations again - 
albeit in a different way - 
and under the banner of 
tradition, irked Taylor. 

“We used to give the 
strap. It was a tradition for 
years until someone asked 
if it was all right to do this. 
Do we bring it back 
because it is tradition? No,” 
he said. 

“We have moved on from 
that and we are in a differ¬ 
ent age with different val¬ 
ues. It’s a weak argument to 
say it’s tradition and that’s 
why it’s OK.” 


Residents and administra¬ 
tors are reeling after learn¬ 
ing ;m old ritual isstill a part 
of local high school culture. 

“I thought it went out in 
the 80s. 1 didn’t think kids 
did it anymore,” said princi¬ 
pal Garth I)agg last week 
after suspending six high 
school students involved in 
a paddling incident. 

“It’s not really acceptable 
in society anymore.” 

Initiation has ebbed and 
flowed in a lot of communi¬ 
ties spanning Alberta, but it 
was a steady tradition in 
Didsbury for nearly 40 
years, beginning in 1946. 

Although in the past the 
ritual never involved pad¬ 
dling. 

Walter Scheidt, who 
attended his first day of 
high school in 1946, can 
recall his initiation. It used 
to be supported by the 
school, but it was still just 
as controversial in the com¬ 
munity as it is today. 

Some parents held their 
children back from school 
so they wouldn’t take part 
in the event; other residents 
expressed their annoyance 
at the practice they didn’t 
believe w'as necessary. 
Scheldt’s father, a teacher 
from Iowa in the United 
States, was one such par¬ 
ent. 

“My parents were none 
too happy about what was 
going on,” he said. “My dad 
didn’t think it was neces¬ 
sary.”

Credit card payment option back 

The town has agreed to lift its 
credit card ban for tax payments - 
for a price. 

Last April, council announced it 
would no longer take credit cards 
to pay taxes. Processing costs, 
which ranged front $5,200 to $0,000 
were too high and were being 
drawn out of taxpayer dollars. 

“What was happening was taxpay¬ 
ers were essentially paying for people to get Air Miles,” 
said Mayor Brian Wittal. 

“The service charge would be paid for by the town 
and (credit card users) were getting the benefit.” 

With processing costs expected to climb, the town 
decided to drop credit card payments and accept only 
debit transactions instead. 

That changed Sept. 29. After receiving over a dozen 
complaints, council decided to bring the payment 
option back. This time, however, card users will be the 
ones paying the 2.5 per cent service charge. 

“People were ticked off that they were not collecting 
their Air Miles, but we are not in the business of sup¬ 
plying people w ith points,” said Conn. Jason Brander. 

“If they want that, there will be a price to pay.” 

Town gives gift early 

It's not yet Christmas and already town council is 
into the spirit of giving. 

Every year the town mails out over 100 Christmas 
greetings to municipal leaders, suppliers and friends 
across the nation. 

For each card dropped into the post box, the town 
pays $1.25, which adds up to about $150 each season. 
Of course, that cost doesn’t include staff time spent 
signing and sending the greetings. 

Beginning this year, the town is forgoing its annual 
card mail-out to send e-greetings instead. 

“A lot of companies do it this way...it's a green thing 
to do,” said Councillor Gail Nowlan. 

Council agreed to give the dollars usually spent - 
about $900 when staff time is tallied - to the local 
Christmas Helpers hamper program. 

“Having the town council wanting to help the 
Christmas Helpers hamper program just shows me that 
they believe in our program and it expresses their 
desire to (aid) those in our town that find...help neces¬ 
sary,” said Linda Sirr, an organizer. 

Last year Sirr and a team of volunteers distributed 80 
hampers full of food and gifts to residents in the 
Didsbury area over the holiday season and this year 
they hope to distribute 90. 

“This program creates a true spirit of Christmas. It 
pulls together all of us, those who give, those who help 
and those who receive,” Sirr said. 

Dumpster diving causes removal 
of bins 

Dumpster divers have prompted 
the Mountain View Regional Waste 
Management Commission to haul 
off milk jug recycling bins this 
month. 

Across the county, people were 
scooping out plastic jugs and paper 
cartons from recycling bins and 
selling the collections to bottle depots for 25 cents 
apiece. 

Catching Dumpster divers at it wasn’t a concern for 
Don Reid, operation supervisor, as much as the idea of 
someone getting hurt. 

“When the milk jugs and cartons became refundable 
(in June) people decided it was pretty much free game 
to go into the bins and take them out. . .they could get a 
dollar for four.” 

“But there is a concern that someone could hurt 
themselves...and there is a liability to the town." 

The collection bins were put in place so recyclable 
materials wouldn’t be tossed into the landfill, but with 
the bottle depots now accepting jugs and cartons and 
with liability an issue, the waste commission sees no 
reason why the containers should remain. 

“People have been pretty good about taking back pop 
bottles, why not their milk jugs? I think this will be a 
smooth transition,” Reid said. 

Davinder Johal, manager for the Didsbury Bottle 
Depot, hasn’t heard of Dumpster diving happening at 
the recycling centre next door and said it doesn’t mat¬ 
ter where the bottles or jugs or cartons end up coming 
from. 

“We are allowed to take whatever . I think for the 
most part we are getting new cartons People have 
been bringing them in since June," he said. 

It has been a successful program and with the 
removal of the bins next door, he said it could be even 
more so.

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Do the time 
for the crime

It’s high time for federal politi¬ 
cians to put aside their differ¬ 
ences and work together to do 
away with a sentencing system 
that allows criminals to get cred¬ 
it for time they haven’t served. 
Under current laws, prisoners 
are given 2-for-l credit - and sometimes 3-for-l 
credit - for time held in custody awaiting their 
case’s disposition. 

While a new law, Bill C-25, limiting the amount 
of credit individuals receive for time served in 
pre-trial custody has passed in the House of 
Commons, there is an indication that the Liberal- 
dominated Senate is planning to delay passage of 
the new bill. 

“Canadians have told us, loud and clear, they 
would like to see the punishment fit the crime by 
ending the practice of giving 2-for-l credit for pre¬ 
trial custody when criminals are sentenced,” said 
Justice Minister Minister Rob Nicholson. 

“We have listened to those requests and 1 urge 
the Opposition in the Senate to do the same and 
ensure Bill C-25 becomes law without delay and 
without amendments.” 

Some defence lawyers argue that time served in 
remand centres - where prisoners do not receive 
many educational or recreational opportunities - 
is particularly hard time, justifying the 2-for-l sys¬ 
tem. 

However, for many Canadians the idea that 
criminals are getting away with reduced punish¬ 
ment simply because they don’t care for their cus¬ 
tody surroundings is unacceptable. 

The courts currently give two full days credit 
for every day or part of a day spent in pre-sen¬ 
tence custody. That over-generous system means 
convicted criminals are spending less time in cus¬ 
tody and getting released back into society with¬ 
out doing the time they deserve. 

And not only does the current law allow crimi¬ 
nals to receive reduced custody time, it also cre¬ 
ates an incentive for criminals to abuse the court 
system through unwarranted delays. 

That is, by putting their cases over time and 
again for frivolous reasons, criminals are able to 
rack up ‘bonus’ time in remand instead of serving 
full sentences later. 

“Sentences must reflect the seriousness of the 
crime, and the damage inflicted upon victims and 
communities,” says Alberta’s Justice Minister 
Alison Redford. “This (Bill C-25) is an important 
initiative to address longstanding concerns sur¬ 
rounding sentence reform.” 

Hopefully the Senate won’t hold up the passage 
of this new law, which does nothing more or less 
than fix a broken and unfair sentencing system. 

At the same time, perhaps it is time for politi¬ 
cians to consider reforms that would see people 
who are found not guilty after being held in cus¬ 
tody receive fair compensation for their lost time 
and legal fees?

Maybe criminals should pay their debt to society

What do ponzi- 
scheming Bemie 
Madoff and 
money-launder¬ 
ing Toronto 
lawyer Simon 
Rosenfeld have 
in common? They both have amassed 
boat loads of money, but still rely on 
taxpayers to feed, clothe and shelter 
them while in jail. South of the bor¬ 
der, one politician is looking to 
change this. 

New York state assemblyman, Jim 
Tedisco, has put forward a bill - 
dubbed the “Madoff bill" - that would 
assess the net worth of convicts and, 
if over a minimum amount, make 
them pay for their prison costs. 

If passed, the bill would charge 
convicts who have a net worth of 
over $200,(XX) for the full cost of their 
imprisonment. Those convicts who 
have a net worth of less than $40,000 
would pay nothing, and those in- 
between would pay a portion on a 
sliding scale. 

Not that the Alberta government is 
short on revenues (their deficit was 
entirely caused by rampant over¬ 
spending), but even if surpluses were 
still the order of the day, should tax¬ 


payers ever have to buy orange cov¬ 
eralls for white-collar criminals who 
have golden nest eggs waiting for 
them on the outside? 

Last year Alberta taxpayers 
chipped in nearly $133 million (or 
$36 from every man, woman and 
child) to cover the costs of housing, 
feeding, clothing and hopefully reha¬ 
bilitating thousands of prisoners in 
provincial jails and remand centres. 

On any given day approximately 
1,220 cons fill our four correctional 
facilities in Calgary, Fort 
Saskatchewan, Lethbridge and 
Peace River. To the government’s 
credit, Alberta’s daily cost to house 
inmates is the lowest or next-to-low- 
est in the country. When last calcu¬ 
lated in 2005-06, Alberta's cost was 
$106.31 per day per prisoner. This 
compared quite favourably to B.C. 
($130.16), Ontario ($164.61) and 
Quebec ($116.07), and, to no sur¬ 
prise, is much lower than the $260.10 
for federal prisons. That said, if 
these costs have grown at the same 
pace as jail budgets, the figure for 
Alberta prisoners is now likely $160 
per day. 

If Alberta adopted Assemblyman 
Tedisco’s plan, it could help recoup 
some costs and simultaneously 
address the bizarre situation where 
struggling taxpayers subsidize well 


off jailbirds. Even if only one per 
cent of Alberta’s 1,220 convicts pay 
the full $160 per day, the province 
could recover $712,480 per year. If 
five per cent have assets over 
$200,000, the province would recov¬ 
er nearly $3.6 million. 

While it would be nice to recover 
the full costs of jailing all convicts, 
it’s likely counter-active to indebt 
poor prisoners who, once out of jail, 
might be tempted to steal to pay 
back their government debt. 
Similarly, Mr. Tedisco’s bill exempts 
the convicts’ primary residence from 
the net worth calculation; this 
ensures family members won't be 
obliged to sell their homes to pay 
their loved one’s jail bill. 

Whether or not Albertans would 
feel as generous to do the same is 
uncertain. However, it’s doubtful 
many Albertans would argue in 
favour of subsidizing the food, cloth¬ 
ing and shelter of prisoners who can 
clearly afford to pay themselves. 

What is for certain, well off prison¬ 
ers won’t likely endorse this plan. 
But if they don’t like paying to cover 
their stay in prison, maybe they 
should think twice about committing 
crimes in the first place.

On average children under 18 have 
accounted for 21 per cent of farm-related 
fatalities in the last 11 years. Fourteen per 
cent under the age of 18 get injured on the 
farm each year. 

“This is the one workplace where chil¬ 
dren are allowed and where they can be 
seriously injured at,” Richards said. 


Krebs couldn’t believe it.

Warrant blitz nabs 29

Her parents owned a fish 
and chip shop in Norwich when she was a young 
girl and her very favorite dinner was always fish 
and chips. While in her late eighties, Elsie hand- 
knit a collection dolls in authentic costume from 
around the world; at her request, this collection 
has been donated to the Multicultural Heritage 
Centre in Stony Plain. 

Elsie amazed medical personnel and her care¬ 
givers with her incredibly bright mind and infal¬ 
lible memory which never faltered, even during 
the last months of her life. 

It was Elsie’s wish that her ashes be placed beside 
Henry at the Mountain View Memorial Garden in 
Calgary.
